1998 Safe & Sober Campaign Kicks Off 


The Romulus Police Department 
has purchased a pair of "Fatal Vision 
Goggles” which, when worn, will simu- 
late the perception of a person with a 
blood-alcohol level of .15 and higher. 
The goggles are a training tool that is 
part of the first wave of the 1998 Safe 
and Sober Program currently underway 
throughout the State of Michigan. 

The Safe and Sober Program, 
funded by the Office of Highway Safety 
Planning, provides departments with 
funding to provide educational informa- 
tion for the motoring public and place 
additional patrols on the street to look 
for those drivers who didn't heed the 
warnings. 


The first wave of enforcement, set 
for December 22 through January 10, 
has been designed to identify and ap- 
prehend intoxicated drivers. Motorists 
who drink and drive in Romulus during 
this time are likely to pay a steep price 
when local police step up enforcement 
of Michigan's drunk-driving laws, ac- 
cording to Romulus Police Department 
Executive Lieutenant Eric Painter. 

On Monday, January 22, every 
Wayne, Oakland, and Macomb County 
department that Is participating in the 
'98 grant will have at least one unit on 
the streets, looking for drunk drivers. 
Besides Romulus, those departments 
include the Wayne Police Department, 


Canton Police Department, Van Buren 
Police Department, Huron Township 
Police Department, and Sumpter Po- 
lice Department. 

"Inthe past decade, deaths in alco- 
hol-related crashes in Michigan have 
declined 45%," Painter said. "That's 
quite an achievement; but the badnews 
is that, last year alone, there were nearly 
60,000 arrests for impaired driving. It's 
still a major problem. 

"Drinking and driving is double jeop- 
ardy," Painter continued. "Notonly does 
alcohol impair judgment, but it actually 
creates the illusion of being more pow- 
erful and in control."

Personal Attacks Are Counterproductive

After watching the December 8 
meeting of the Romulus City Council, | 
find myself hoping that our newly elected 
officials haven't already lost sight of 
their promise to work together. 

Maybe the problem is that we don't 
have reasonable expectations about 

what "working together’ entails. 

It seems clear to me that even the 
most sincere efforts at teamwork won't 
always end in unanimity. To expect that 
they will is unreasonable. 

‘What is most important, instead, is 
a willingness to consider and decide 
eachissue onits individual merits alone. 
That means approaching ideas with an 


open mind; listening carefully and re- 


spectfully to the thoughts of others; 
voicing your own thoughts, without be- 
ing rude, on matters relevant to the idea 
under consideration; and then making 
your decision as honestly and objec- 
tively as possible. Viewing problems in 
the light of "us versus them" — with 
innuendo about "dictatorships" and 
"who's having coffee with whom" — is 
not only irrelevant, it's counterproduc- 


tive. Each time the flames of personal 


dislike are fanned, it becomes more 
difficult to put animosity aside and work 
together in the future. 

lf you believe wholeheartedly in 
something, it can be hard not to get 
frustrated, even angry, when other 
people don't agree with you. But there's 
rarely aneed to ascribe sinister, ulterior 
motives to those who disagree; their 
beliefs are usually just as sincere as 
yours. As hard as it may be for you to 
believe or understand, they're probably 
doing what they truly think is best. 

Surely Councilman Bill Crova was 
doing what he thought best when he 
made a motion to create an Appoint- 
ment Advisory Committee and, later, 
nominated Councilmen Randy Gear, 
Mike Prybyla, and LeRoy Burcroff to 
make up that committee. Ironically, by 
asking Council to officially create and 
sanction a body that had previously 
operated under a dubious precedence 
— aS well as spell out, in no uncertain 
terms, the exact method by which its 
members will be chosen — Crova was 
only trying to avoid future incidents like 
the one which arose as a direct conse- 
quence of his motion. 

Had it been his intention to load the 
committee with Mayor Bill Oakley's 
"cronies," as some Councilmen and 
audience members implied, Crova prob- 
ably could have done so. Instead—orso 
it seemed to me — he suggested a 
membership that would represent a 
variety of viewpoints. Indeed, Council- 


man Don Morris, who voted in favor of 
Crova's ultimately successful motions, 
pointed out that such a "balance" was 
exactly what he hopedto achieve. There 
was no need to speculate, as Council- 
man Bill Wadsworth did, that Crova's 


inclusion of Gear was an attempt to- 


"save face”; people have been known 
to bow to altruistic impulses now and 
then, and try to do what is right instead 
of what is personally expedient. 

The same could be said of the 
majority's decision to accept the all-or- 
nothing terms of a pay increase recom- 


mended by the City's Officers Compen- 


sation Commission. It seemed obvious 

to me that freshmen Councilmen Bur- 

croff and Morris joined their colleagues, 

Councilmen Crova and Prybyla, not 

because of greed, as some implied, but 

because they realized that the hike was: 

¢ longoverdue, since Romulus’ elected 
Officials are among the lowest paid 
in Wayne County; 

e necessary to reestablish a pay hier- 
archy in which the salary for the 
City's chief administrative office is 
commensurate with the office's re- 
sponsibilities; and 

e essential if Romulus is to compete 
with surrounding communities in at- 
tracting qualified people who can 
successfully lead us into a future of 
continued growth. 

Finding yourself in the minority af- 
ter vears of being part of the majority 
can be an uncomfortable experience, 
but you_have to be realistic enough to 
accept the fact that you're not always 
going to get your way. That doesn't 
mean that you shouldn't keep fighting 
for what you believe — "Never say die!" 
is my motto — but you should try to stick 
to the issue at hand when you argue 
your case. If we treat people with re- 


spect evenwhenwe disagree withthem, 


perhaps they'll be more apt to consider 
other suggestions we may make in the 
future. It's a lesson that all must learn if 
the next four years are to be productive 
ones for the residents and business 
people of the City of Romulus. 

Parents and children, husbands and 
wives, and even the most like-minded 
of friends disagree with each other all 
the time, yet manage to put their singu- 
lar differences aside and work together 
on common goals in pursuit of the 
greater good in their overall relation- 
ship. During this season traditionally 
associated with peace, brotherhood, 
and resolve for a better future, | hope 
that everyone will join me in my vow to 
work harder at putting my differences 
with others aside and pursuing the 
greater good for Romulus.

Bennett Seeks Increase in 
State's Personal Exemption 


State Senator Loren Bennett (R- 
Canton Township) recently announced 
legislation that would raise our state 
income tax's personal exemption allow- 
ance to equal what it would have been 


had it been indexed to the rate of infla- : 


tion for the past 30 years. 

"When the personalexemptionwas 
set in 1967, it was not indexed to the 
rate of inflation," Bennett explained. 
"Had it been, the exemption would be 
approximately $5,700 for the 1998 tax 
year. That's a big difference from the 
$2,800 exemption we will actually re- 
ceive in 1998." 

Bennett's bill would increase the 
exemption by $200 annually over ap- 
proximately the next 15 years. The $200 
raises would be in addition to annual 
inflation-based exemption increases. 

"Taxpayers are getting shorted un- 
der the current system," Bennett said. 
"While it may appear that the personal 
exemption has increased, it has actu- 
ally been getting smaller because infla- 
tion was not taken into account for the 
past three decades. 

"Taxpayers should be getting a 
much larger personal exemption than 
they have been," he stated. "It's time we 
made that happen." 

senate Bill 836 has been referred 
to the Senate Committee on Finance. 
Bennett Proposes Solution to Airport 
Problems 

State Senator Loren Bennett re- 
cently introduced Senate Bill 832 which 
addresses problems associated with 
living near a large metropolitan airport. 

"Wayne County could do a much 
better job addressing the problems of 
the communities surrounding Metro Air- 
port,” Bennett said. "Since the County 
will not act to service the people in 
affected areas, | feel it's only appropri- 
ate to empower the people to help 
themselves." 

Currently, a 30% tax is collected on 
parking at Metro Airport. This tax was 
intended to help Wayne County pay off 
bonds associated with the Wayne 
County bailout in the 1980s. However, 
the County has been putting the money 
into its general fund, Bennett said. 

Legislation recently introduced 
stipulates that the money collected from 
this tax — currently estimated at $12 
million—be placed into a special fund to 
be used to address and finance solu- 
tions to problems such as noise, loss of 
property-tax revenues, and environmen- 
tal concerns. 

The money would be administered 
by a board made up of communities 
affected by airports in Wayne and 
Washtenaw counties. 

Bennett said that, judging from the 
many complaints from people who live 


around the Airport, the County definitely 
is not using the money to help these 
areas. 

"It is ridiculous that Wayne County 
government gets the money with no 
strings attached when it could be used 
to help communities around Metro Air- 
port,” Bennett said. 

"It is important to remember that 
this is notanewtax. Itis merely redirect- 
ing who gets to spend the money cur- 
rently collected. | feel the affected com- 
munities can do a better job than the 
County; therefore, the communities 
should get the money." 

The bill has been referred to 
committee. 

Legislature Approves Utility Imposter 
Bill; Governor's Signature Awaited 

The House of Representatives has 
Unanimously approved a Dill which 
makes it a felony to impersonate a utility 
worker while attempting to commit a 
crime, Bennett has reported. 

The House approved Senate Bill 6, 
sponsored by Bennett, 106-0. The Sen- 
ate also approved the bill, concurring 
with the House changes, 34-0. 

"Criminals who violate the trust of 
people in their own homes will now face 
an additional felony charge," Bennett 
said. "That's great news, especially for 
seniorcitizens who are often the targets 
of such criminals." 

Under the bill, criminals using this 
type of deception will face up to two 
years in prison without chance of proba- 
tion or parole and/or a $1,000 fine. 

Jim Taylor, director of corporate 
security for Detroit Edison, was appre- 
Ciative of Bennett's efforts to pass the 
bill. 

"Now, under the law, preying onthe 
elderly and other unsuspecting victims 
under the guise of pretending to be one 
of our employees will be a felony in 
itself," Taylor said. "We applaud Sena- 
tor Bennett's efforts to help protect our 
customers from crime." O

For garnish: 1 red-skinned apple and 
1 red birthday candle 

Add tea bag and sugar to boiling 
water and let steep while preparing 
other ingredients.
